REFERENCE :Report of Special Agent M. C. SPEAR, Chicago, Illinois 
6/28/38. 
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DETAILS: 

Referring to lead in the report of Special Agent W. L. 
BRYAN, Peoria,Illinois June 16, 1938 in this case to make in- 
vestigation to locate an unknown suspect in the CCC Camp, Co. 
617, Glenview,Illinois, the suspect having been there on or ab- 
out October 50, 1935, Agent contacted MR. L. L. DEUEL at the 
Civilian Conservation Camp headquarters, New Post Office Build- 
ing, Chicago,Illinois whereupon Agent was advised that the 
CCC Camp at Glenview,Iliinois was no longer in existence, being 
further advised that Lieutenant PERRY C. LARSON who was the 
Commanding Officer of that CCC Camp had been discharged from the 
Army during September 1937, inasmuch as he had failed to keep 
the Army advised of his whereabouts. His last known address ac- 
cording to the Army records in September 1937 was care of Gen- 
eral Delivery, Manitowoc ,Wisconsin. However MR. DEUEL informed 
that there had been a newspaper article to the effect that Lieut. 
LARSON had been arrested some time about September to November 
1937 at Milwaukee, Wisconsin apparently in connection with some 
marital troubles. MR. DEUEL informed that the Army would keep 
no record of the assignment of bunks to the various CCC employees. 
He furnished Agent with duplicate copies of the Roster of the 
617th Company, CCC Camp, Skokie Valley,Illinois at Glenview, as 
of November 15, 1935, which would account for the men there from 
October 15, 1935 to November 15, 1935, it being noted that these 
rosters of the personnel of the camps are taken each month on the 
fifteenth. As this roster was furnished to Agent in duplicate, 
the original of the same is being furnished herewith to the 
Peoria office and the duplicate copy is being retained in the Chi- 
cago office file. It will be noted that no identifying data con- 
cerning the various enrollees appears on this roster. However in 
the event it is possible for LAWRENCE E. SMITH of Peoria,Illinois 
to identify from the roster the name of the.suspect he has in 
mind, further identifying data concerning the particular enrollee 
can be obtained from MR. DEUEL above mentioned.

With reference to Bureau letter of June 24, 1938,/the Chi- 
cago office, transmitting copies of an anonymous communication 
postmarked Chicago,Illinois June 16, 1938 signed "A Citizen" in 
which it is indicated that JAMES BURNS, 3156 North Pine Grove Ave. 
Cnicas,o,Illinois should be considered as a suspect in the instant 
case, Agent called at the Lincoln Park Post Office Station, 2641 
North Clark Street, Chicago,Illinois out of which the above men- 
tioned address of JAMES BURNS is coveed. EUGENE LOGOTHETTI,

Postal Carrier delivering mail to 3156 North Pine Grove Avenue 

for the past five and one half years informed that he knew JAMES 
BURNS had been at the above address at the time he took over that 
route; further that BURNS had been there longer than the other 
occupants of the apartment. He informed that the other apartment 
in the building had formerly been occupied by Captain SAMMIS of 
the Lincoln Park Police, chicago, III i noi s, the SAMMIS family having 
been there for perhaps fifteen years. 


` Subsequently Sergeant CLETTENBERGER of the Lincoln Park 
Police Station, 2045 North Lincoln Park, West informed by telephone 
that Captain JAMES U. SAMMIS,Jr. was no longer with the service 
and as of November 1935 when he left the Lincoln Park Police he 
gave his address as care of Tower Petroleum Building. 


Upon calling at 3156 North Pine Grove Avenue Agent learn- 
ed that the same is a two story apartment building containing 
two families, those of J. BURNS, first floor, and CHARLES G.IRONS 
on the second floor. A young lady in the IRONS apartment informed 
that JAMES BURNS hed charge of the building, adding that the TRONS 
family had lived there for only about one year. The latest city 
directory of Chicago indicates JAMES BURNS at the above mentioned 
address on Pine Grove Avenue, and gives his occupation as realtor. 


Agont called upon JAMES BURNS and his wife at $156 Pine 
Grove Avenue, Chicago,Illinois and openly interviewed them, inform- 
ing them of the receipt by the Bureau of the anonymous letter in 
question. JAMES BURNS stated that he had been in Chic go for the 
past thirty years, and presently is the owner of some thirty or 
forty small apertment buildings, which property is handled by Son- 
tag Brothers,Inc., 2730 North Clark Street,Chicago,Illinois. He 
informed that in the real estate business he does gamble to some 
extent on real estate deals; that he had never been around the 
State of Washington during 1936 or 1937, although he had been in 
Tacoma , Washington about 1909. He denied having any information 
concerning the instant case, and he and his wife both advised that 
they thought the kidnaping and murder of the MATTSON boy was a 
terrible crime and that they would be most willing to assist in 
any manner in the solution of the case if they had any pertinent 
information, Both Mr. and Mrs. BURNS stated that they did not 
know who would write such a letter to this Burcau.

In view of MR. BURNS! age as reflected hereinafter, as 
well as the circumstances surrounding the anonymous letter, and it 
being noted thet Mr. and Mrs. BURNS appear to be high type indivi- 
duals, it was not deemed desirable to photograph and fingerprint 
JAMES BURNS. BURNS is described as follows from personal observa- 
tion of Agent:

Predicated on lead for the Chicago office in letter from 
the St.Louis office to the Seattle office dated June 21, 1958 con- 
cerning the suspect ROD FLORIAN, after extensive investigation 
through credit agencies and other sources, it was impossible to 
locate Bard Beck Company in Chicago or vicinity. However it was. 
learned that undoubtedly the company in question is the Borg-Beck 
Company, 6558 South Menard Avenue, Stickney Township ,Illinois, 

a suburb of Chicago. 


At the above company MR. J. H. GARTNER, Puymaster in 
the Employment Office upon referring to his records found a record 
of the employment of R. S. FLORIAN, age 27, residence 822 South 
Wabash Avenue, as a tool maker from October 14, 1926 to December 
29, 1926, having been discharged for interfering with the tool 
cabinet man. 


At both the Police and Post Office at Cicero,Illinois, 
also a suburb of Chicago where FLORIAN indicated according to re- 
ference letter that he lived at the Hawthorne Inn, no record or 
information concerning the location of this inn could be obtained, 
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Likewise at the Cicero,Illinois Police Department no re- 
cord of the arrest of FLORIAN about 1926 was found in the records 
which were available. It is noted thet no removal record would 
be on file at the Post Office for FLORIAN inasmuch as he was al- 
leged to have lived in Cicero in 1926, some 12 years ago. 


822 South Wabash Avenue, as well as 826 Wabash Avenue, 
is the Young Mens Christian Association Hotel. MR.PASSELL of 
that hotel. informed that the hotel records are kept for one year 
only. He checked the “personal service" records but found no 
information concerning FLORIAN. He explained that "personal ser- 
vice" records are those concerning individuals who came to him at 
the hotel for toans of money; or for assistance in other difficul- 
ties, ` 


On April 27, 1938 an anonymous tekphone call was received 
by the writer at the Chicago office at which time the caller stated 
thet about three weeks or a month previous he had sent an anonymous 
communication to the Chicago office mailed from Calumet City, Ind. 
and signed:" Willing to help", with reference to a possible suspect 
in the instant case. This man stated he would like to meet an 
Agent from this office with reference to this matter. He suggest- 
ed various places for the meeting, such as by the side of a park, 
etc., all of which sounded very fantastic. After considerable 
conversation he informed he could be located through asking for 
"Red" at the campaign headquarters of "DOC" NIBLICK, candidate for 
Mayor of East Chicago, Indi ana at 910 150th Street. 


By reference to the Chicago file the anonymous letter 
mentioned by this person has been located, the same being dated 
March 3, 1938 and signed with three fingerprints. This snonymous 
letter contained a photograph of the unknown suspect in this case. 
Photostatic copies of the anonymous letter and copies of the photo- 
graph are being furnished herewith to the Indianapolis and Seattle 
offices as well as the Bureau. 


At the office of DOCTOR J. S. NIBLICK, Guthrie and Michi- 
gan Streets, East Chicago,Indiana, tolephone 126, Miss M. V. FILSON 
informed that the election had been on May 3, 1958 and Doctor 
NIBLICK no longer had any campaign headquarters at 910 150th St. 

At the time of Agent's call Doctor NIBLICK was not in. However 
Miss FILSON promised to endeavor to ascertain from Doctor NIBLICK 
whether he xnew anyone who frequented his campaign headquarters on 
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150th Street who was known as "RED", 


On July 7, 1938, the day after the interview, Agent commun- 
icated by telephone with Doctor NIBLICK at East Chicago, Indiana, 
at which time he stated that he had not been around his headquarters 
on 150th Street vay often as his main headquarters were at his office 
at Guthrie and Michigan Streets. He informed that EDDIE PACH who 
lives on Barring Street in the 5000 block, East Chicago, Indiana 
had been in charge of the campaign office at 910 150th Street, and 
might be in a position to know the identity of "RED", adding that 
the only "RED" he could think of who was identified with the campaign 
was THOMAS "RED" O'DONALD, residence 4115 Northcott, East Chicago, 
Indiana, business address care of the Inland Steel Company, resi- 
gence telephone East Chicago 2287-J. 


As it appears that extensive investigation may possibly 
be necessary to locate "RED" no further investigation is being made 
of this angle at East Chi cago, Indiana by the Chicago office, but 
appropriate leads are being set out for the Indianapolis office. 


Concerning the suspect LEO McNABB alias A. L. McCARTY, 
undeveloped leads for the location of whom are set out in the re- 
port of Special Agent F. X. WORTHINGTON, Detroit, Michigan June 24, 
1938, Agent ascertained through the cooperation of WALTER K. URICH, 
Cuief U.S.Probation Officer, Chicago,Illinois that the supervision 
of McNABB on conditional release had been terminated.by MR. URICH'S 
office on October 19, 1936, at which time this individual was liv- 
ing at 6128 Roosevelt Road, Chicago, Illinois and was employed sel- 
ling papers for the Herald and Examiner, a Chicago newspaper on the 
corner of Madison and Larabee Streets, Chicago,Illinois. MOE SLADIN 
of Hearst Square was indicated as his employer. The parole record 
also contained the name and address of his brother-in-law JAMES 
BURRELL, 3028 Roosevelt Road ,Cuicago, a truck driver for Hearst 
newspapers. 


At 6128 Roosevelt Road,Chicago no information of value 
was learned upon the occasion of Agent's first visit. 


At 339 South Trumbull Street, Ci cago, III inois Agent 
interviewed MRS. MARGARET WALTZ and her husband EARL WALTZ.- At 
first these individuals were very suspicious of Agent's identity 
and refused to acknowledge the fact that they knew LEO McNABB. 
However after considerable questioning MRS. WALTZ admitted she 
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was the stepmother of LEO McNABB. It is noted that they were sus- 
picious of Agent's identity by reason of the fact that her young son 
JIMMIE McNABB is presently in custody of the Chicago Police Depart- 
ment on a robbery charge, and they believed Agent was trying to ob- 
tain some information to connect JAVES McNABB with LEO McNABB, at 
Least to show that James had lived in a home formerly frequented 

by an ex-convict. 


Eventually MRS. WAWE informed that LEO McNABB had Lived 
at her home after his release from the Federal Detention Farm at 
Milan, Michigan until about October 1936 when he had gone to live 
with JAMES BURRELL et 6128 Roosevelt Road , MRS. BURRELL being the 
stepsister of LEO McNABB. McNABB left the WALTZ home after having 
had an argument with the WALTZ family. She stated she understood 
he had collected between $700 and $800 bonus about June 1956, as 
he had served in the United States Army, although she had no infor- 
mation concerning the date or place of enlistment, serial number 
or other identifying data. Her former husband FRED McNABB has been 
dead for some thirteen years. In addition to James MRS. WALTZ kas 
a daughter MARY McNABB and Ls Hor 
only other living relation is ROLAND HAGEN, a brother who uses his 
stepfather's surname, age about 37 years, whom she has not seen for 
20 years. Both Mr. and Mrs. WALTZ denied that they had any informa- 
tion concerning the present whereabouts of LEO McNABB, likewise 
stating that they did not know of his whereabouts subsequent to the 
time he left them about October 1936. 


EARL WALTZ volunteered to accompany Agent to the home 
of JAMES BURRELL, second floor apartment, 7227 Roosevelt Road, 
Cnicago,Illinois this address not being known to Agent, and the 
definite address not being known to WALTZ although he stated he 
could go to the place if taken there in an automobile. 


_ MR. and MRS. BURRELL informed Agent upon interview 
thet LEO McNABB had come to their place about October 1936 and 
stayed until about February 1937; that they recalled he was there 
during Christmas season 1936 and about one month thereafter. MR. 
BURRELL stated that McNABB worked for him selling newspapers and 
later drove a paper truck at night for the Heart papers. He ad- 
vised that McNABB had to his knowledge worked every working day 
during December 1936 and January 1957 in behalf of Mr. BURRELL, sel- 
ling papers at the corner of Lerabee and Madison Streets, Chicago. 
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About January or February, 1937 McNABB and MR. BURRELL hua a quar- 
rel and accorüngly McNABB left and the BURRELLS do not know his 
whereabouts at this time. 


MR. and MRS. BURRELL both informed that MRS. JOHN J. 
FITZGERALD of Chicago, exact address not recalled, a half sister 
of LEO MeNABB likewise would not know of his whereabouts as she did 
not lixe this individual and would have nothing to do with him. MR. 
BURRELL stated that LEO MeNABB had been involved in an accident 
with the Chicago Surface Lines shortly prior to the time he left the 
BURRELL home. 


Through OLAF SHAW, Legal Department, Chicago Surface Lines, 
600 West Washington Street, Chicago,Illinois it was learned that 
LEO MeNABB had been in an accident at Wabash Avenue and Roosevelt 
Road April 21,1937, at which time he was riding in a car owned and 
driven by JOHN O'LEARY, 3451 North Kildare Avenue, Chicago, Ill. 
this car having been hit by a street car. O'LEARY is the business 
manager of the Chicago Herald and Examiner. 


According to MR. SHAW'S file this suit between the Chicago 
Surface Lines and JOHN O'LEARY and McNABB was settled on October 
22, 1937 at which time McNABB indicated he was living at the Acme 
Hotel, 811 South State Street, Chicago ,Illinois. 


ALBERT BOLTE, desk clerk of the Acme Hotel at the above 
address upon interview * recalled LEO McNABB as he drank considerably; 
slept days and worked nights selling newspapers. From the registra- 
tion records BOLTE informed that McNABB as L. McNABB stayed at that 
hotel in Room 342 from January 24, 1937 to June 26, 1987, at which 
time he left, leaving a two days apata hotel bill and leaving no 
forwarding address. MR. BOLTE stated that this individual's pre- 
sent whereabouts is unknown to him. 


At the Post Office at Dearborn and Adams Street in Chi- 
cago no removal order was found on file for McNABB from the Acme 
Hotel, 


In a separate letter the Bureau is being requested to 
place a wanted notice agcinst the criminal record of LEO McNABB, 
FBI No.131884, in order that in the event of his arrest the appro- 
priate office will be notified and he will be questioned as a sus- 
pect in this case. 


Concerning the investigation requested in the undeveloped 


lead to locate suspect CALVIN TATEM, mentioned in the report of 
Special agent B. M. SUTTLER, Richmond, Virginia May 3, 1938, Agent 
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upon calling at the Record Room of the Chicago Police Department 
was informed by BERT HANCOCK that they had an arrest record on 

one CALVIN TATEM, 333 West Chicago Avenue, Chicago. The date of 
the arrest was not given, However it was indicated thet he was 
fined $25.00 on April 19, 1938. He was described as: Age 27 
years, married, laborer, weight 187 pounds, 5 feet 9 inches, med- 
ium build, dars complexion, brown hair, gray eyes. He wasarrest- 
ed at 550 North Dearborn Street on the complaint of MRS. C.GROSS 
of that address by officers CORRIGAN, MONAHAN and KELLY of the 35th 
District on a charge of investigation, Apparently this address is 
incorrect as there is no such address, and at 353 Chicago Avenue, 
the address given in reference report, MRS. FRANK (EDITH) MARGEAN 
the operator of this rooming house stated that "CAL" TATEM had 
lived there about seven or eight months, in the basement. She 
stated that he had been working as a "flunkie" around some carnival 
in Chicago, the name or location of which she did not know. She 
said he left her place about three weeks ago to go to Joliet, III. 
to work for some elevator company (like a grain elevator as con- 
trasted to a building elevator). She stated she had received no 
mail for him since he left. She made a notation of Agent's name 
and address and telephone number with the promise that she would 
telephonically advise Agent if she learned of his address or if he 
returned to Chicago. 


No removal order for CALVIN TATEM was found at the Chest- 
nut Post Office Station 830 North Clark Street ,Chicago,Illinois. 


In an endeavor to obtain information of a more definite 
nature as to TATEM'S whereabouts Agent also called at 19 West Grand 
Avenue, Chicago Illinois a rooming house, where GEORGE AUBIN, in 
charge in the absence of the landlady stated that CALVIN TATEM 
had been there for about two months about one year ago, during 
which time he frequented taverns and was often intoxicated,and ac- 
cording to his best recollection TATEM was employed as a painter 
for the elevated lines in Chicago. He informed that TATEM was a 
good worker and made good money while employed. He stated he did 
not know of his whereabouts. 


i At 18 West Illinois Street, Chicago, MR. H. M. BUNKER 

the operator of a rooming house informed Agent that TATEM had lived 
there about eight months ago for the period of two or three months 
having left at the request of BUNKER in view of his heavy drink- 
ing. BUNKER also indicated TATEM had worked as a painter for the 
elevated lines on the North Side. 
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Miss FRANCES SCHOFIELD, Employment Department, Chicego 
Rapid Transit Compeny, 79 West Monroe Street ‚Chicago ¿Illinois af- 
ter checking her records informed she had no information to indi- 
cate that TATEM had been employed there although she explained 
that many of the paint jobs for that company are handled by private 
contractors. 


In an effort to ascertain any record of employment of 
TATEM with the Illinois Central Railroad with a view to learning 
his present whereabouts Agent interviewed MR. J. K. LAUDER’ of the 
Pass Bureau of that railroad, 155 East llth Place, Chicago, III. 
as well as Mr. ARTHUR RIORDAN, Chief Clerk to the Division Eng- 
inser, However no information of TATEM'S employment could be 
found, It is noted that the Illinois Central Railroad has no 
central personnel office where a record of all employees is kept. 
However all employees are insured under a group insurance plan 
and at the suggestion of MR, RIORDAN Agent called on MR. SULLIVAN 
District Accountant at the Illinois Central Building, 63rd and 
Dorchester, and Agent was informed that they had no record of 
employment of TATEM in the insurance records or in the social 
security records, 


Referring to the report of Special Agent D. C. SPENCER 
Denver ,Colorado May 3, 1938 with reference to the suspect 
ANTHONY PERCANTI, Agent reviewed the file of the Detective Bur- 
eau, Chicago Police Department concerning the William Raneri kid- 
naping and it is noted that that file contains no information 
with reference to the whereabouts of ANTHONY PERCANTI, which has 
not previously been mentioned in the Bureau caso file entitled 
TONY PERCONDI with aliases, WILLIAM RANERI ,Victim, kidnaping, in 
which Denver was the office of origin. As indicated in that clos- 
ed case file Lieutenant PAUL RICCIO of the Detective Bureau, 
Chicago Police Department wha was in charge of the investigation 
in the RANERI kidnaping is now deceased. Sergeant GEORGE B, 
SCHUPOLSKY who was temporarily in charge of the Detective Bureau 
on the date of Agent's call informed after conferring with Chief 
of Detectives JOHN L. SULLIVAN that PERCANTI was no longer wanted 
by the Chicago Police Department, inasmuch as they felt they did 
not have a case against him which would result in a conviction. 
This game conclusion as well as an opinion from the States 
Attorney's office Chicago,Illinois was set out in the report of 
Special Avent A. D. MEHEGAN, Chicago Illinois April 12, 1937 in 
the RANERI kidnaping case. The Detective Bureau file indicated 
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that in October 1928 PERCANTI was alleged to have resided at 1737 
Pennsylvania Avenue, Gary,Illinois (this is probably intended to 

be Gary, Indiana). The results of that investigation at Gary to 
locate PERCANTI are not definitely reflected in the Detective Bur- 
eau file. The advisability of setting out leads locking toward 

the location of ANTHONY PERCANTI is being left to the discretion of 
the Bureau, the office of origin or the Denver office, inasmuch as 
the Chicago office does not have a complete background of the infor- 
mation concerning this individual. 


With reference to the report of Special Agent RICHARD J. 
ZMESKAL, Milwaukee, Wisconsin June 27, 1938 concerning the suspect 
GEORGE BURNS alias HARRY MEYERS who it is thought might be located 
through GEORGE HUMILL cf Chicago, Agent interviewed/NORMAN, Super- 
intendent of the Lincoln Park Post Office Station, 2641 Nerth 
Clark Street, who advised there was no removal order on file for 
GEORGE HUMILL, GEORGE BURNS or HARRY MEYERS of 657 West Gurfield 
Avenue (it being noted that this street is now Dickens Avenue) 
Chicago ,Illinois. 


Upon proceeding to where that address would be Agent 
learned that same is a vacant lot. At Keippels Grocery Store, 
658 West Dickens Avenue Agent received advice that there had not 
been a building at 657 West Dicxens for several years, attention 
also being called to the fact that Dickens Avonue had been Garfield 
Avenue until about a year ago. Those interviewed in the store did 
not know anyone of the above mentioned three names, It is noted 
that there is no East Dickens Avenue. Furthermore GFORGE J.HUMILL 
is not listed in the latest city directory for Chicago although 
there are a number of HARRY MEYERS and GEORGE BURNS, none however 
being located on Garfield Avenue or Garfield Boulevard. Likewise 
there are no individuals of these three names located on those 
streets in the current Chicago telephone directory. 


Thinking that possibly Gerfield Boulevard was meant 
instead of Garfield Avenue, Agent interviewed MRS. MARGARET ‘SCHEID 
in charge of the Cottage Hotel, 657 West Garfield Boulevard, this 
being a small rooming house, and advice was also received that no 
one lived there now, nor had previously lived trora, by any of the 
above mentioned three names. 
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Regarding the suggestion in Agent ZMESKAL'S report to 
place a stop notice at the Chicago Police Department against 
GEORGE BURNS alias HARRY MEYERS, a letter is being directed to the 
Bureau suggesting that in the event such a wanted notice should be 
placed the Chicago office should be furnished with a photographic 
copy of the prints of BURNS alias MEYERS in view of the fact that 
the names used by him are quite common, and there are a number of 
such names contained in the index of the Chicago Police Department. 


Referring to the report of Special Agent Me C. SPEAR, 
Chicago,Illinois June 28, 1938 relative to suspect OSCAR AXLEY, 
through CHARLES COUGHLIN of the Chicago Police Department, Bureau 
of Identification, and Mr. BERT HANCOCK, Record room of that đe- 
partment it was learned there is no record on file with the Chicago 
Police department for AXLEY. 


With further reference to the report of Agent SPTAR 
dated June 28, 1938 regarding the suspect HOMER MARION WYMAN alias 
JIM GRANT, Agent was advised by CHARLES CRUSAN now occupying. the 
basement apartment at 119 West Ohio Street, Chicago, III inois that 
while he knew WYMAN as JIM GRANT he did not know his present 
whereabouts. CRUSAN informed that according to his records GRANT 
had stayed at the rooming house operated by CRUSAN at 118 West Erie 
Street ,Chicago Illinois from December 29, 1935 to July 31, 1936, 
CRUSAN having roomed with one HERBERT HEUTSCHEL. Shortly after 
GRANT obtained his bonus he left CRUSAN'S place and as CRUSAN in- 
dicated above he had not seen him or heard from him since, 


HERBERT HEUTSCHEL above named, who was previously inter- 
viewed by Special Agent M. J, CASSIDY, was re-interviewed by the 
writer at his apartment at $34 North Clark Street, third floor. 

He could furnish no further information than that previously given 
to Agent CASSIDY except that he remarked that MARGARET GRAHAM in- 
terview with whom is desired pursuant to Seattle letter to the 
Chicago office April 27, 1938, had been seen by him a day or two 
pefore at Harry and George's Taven, 527 North Clark Street, Chi- 
cago ,Illinois. MR. HEUTSCHEL informed that MARGARET GRAHAM told 
him that she had no idea where JIM GRANT was located, not having 
seen him for a long time. HEUTSCHEL promised he would endeavor to 
have MARGARET GRAHAM get in touch with the Chicago office in order 
that she might be interviewed. 


Agent also personally conducted investigation at the 


above named tavern in an effort to locate MARGARET GRAHAM but she 
was unknown to those interviewed. 
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Further reference is made to the report of Special Agent 
SPEAR dated June 28, 1958 regarding the suspect JAMES REED. Through 
the cooperation of MRS. INA LOUISE LANDIS, suspect REED'S sister, 
6427 Parnell Avenue ,Chimgo, Illinois, an entree was made for Agent 
to interview MISS HENRIETTA DEMICK, mother of the suspect's illegi- 
timate child, 440 East 91st Street, Chicago,Illinois. Miss DEMICK 
was interviewed there in the presence of the man with whom she is 
living, FRANK MOFFITT, who informed he was formerly a Federal Pro- 
hibition Officer. Included in the information furnished by Miss 
DEMICK was the fact that JAMES REED had been on relief out of a 
station at 87th and Ashland Avenue, Chicago,Illinois and it was 
through that source and a removal order that REED tas eventually 
located, 


MRS. LANDIS furnished Agent with a small photograph of 
JAMES REED which she stated she had surreptitiously obtained from 
Miss DEMICK, and Miss DEMICK furnished Agent with a large colored 
photograph of REED, the latter photograph having been returned to 
Miss DEMICK by Agent on July 12, 1938, and the small photograph to 
be returned personally to MRS. LANDIS in the near future, inasmuch 
as she does not desire it to be mailed to her. Detailed inftrmation 
furnished by Miss DEMICK is not being set forth herein inasmuch 
as it would serve no purpose at this time. 


Through the cooperation of Miss PEAR. HOGAN of the South 
West District Relief Station, 8646 South Ashland Avenue, Chiago, 
Illinois it was learned that suspect JAMES REED and his wife Frances 
nee WENDT had been on relief out of that station for various periods 
during which time their addresses were indicated as follows in Chi- 
cago: 9/7/35 - 10904 Wentworth; 9/18/35 - 11409 South Park; 11/16/35 - 
11569 South Perry Avenue; 10/11/36 - 11259 Stevenson; date not given - 
9 East 110th Street; date not given 11805 Peoria Strdet. The 
Peoria address was the last one given in the relief file, it being 
indicated that the case had been closed on May 21, 1938, and accord- 
ingly the REEDS were no longer on relief out of that station. 


Through checking the removal q@ REED from 11805 Peoria 
Street, his current address 10412 Marylanu Avenue, Roseland Sub-divi- 
sion,Chicago,Illinois was obtained. The writer accompanied by 
Special Agent G. C. WOLTZ made an attempt to locate JAMES REED at 
his home but at the time of the call he was not there. 


During the evening of July 11, 1938 the writer accompanied 
by Special Agent JOHN B. LITTLE located JAMES REED at the above ad- 
dress on Maryland Avenue,and he voluntarily accompanied Agents to the 
Chicago office. In view of the information in the report of Special 
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Agent F. X. JAHN, Clevdand,Ohio May 29, 1938 to the effect that 
JAMES REED was a parole violator from the Ohio State Reformatory at 
Mansfield,Ohio, an exchange of telegrams was had between the Chicago 
and Gleveland offices on July 8 and 9, 1938, and the Chicago office 
was informed by the Cleveland office that W. K. MACKEY, the General 
Parole Agent for Ohio, 205 Wynott Building, Columbus, Ohio stated 
that REED was wanted as a parole violator; that MACKEY had a warrant 
for his arrest and REED should be returned to the Ohio'authorities 
as a parole violator if he were apprehended in Chicago, it being re- 
quested that the Chicago office determine whether REED would waive 
extradition. 

Upon interview at the Chicago office this suspect who 
gave his complete name as JAMES THOMAS REED immediately stated he was 
identical with JAMES REED, Ohio State Reformatory No. 27347, and ad- 
mitted that he had been received at the reformatory at Mansfield, O. 
on July 1, 1931, having been released therefrom during August 1933 
on parole to his sister LOUISE LANDIS above mentioned, her Chicago 
address then being the same as at present, 6427 Parnell Avenue. 

REED stated he had served 26 months of a one to 15 year sentence, 
adding that upon parole he had been furnished with 13 papers appar- 
ently calling for a parole report every month for 13 months, but that 
after a short time he had lost his papers and had done nothing about 
it. It is noted he was declared a parole violator on July 22, 1934 
according to the information contained in Agent JAHN'S report, 


REED stated that he was born in Knoxville, Tennessee; that 
he had gone to Ohio and lived there for some time prior to his sen- 
tence to the reformatory, and after leaving that reformatory on parole 
he came to Chicago where he had lived first with his sister on Par- 
nell until about November 1933, when he lost his papers, claiming 
that his coat containing the papers had been stolen from the World's 
Fair grounds in Chicago. About that time he was employed as a barber 
at 608 West 63rd Street, his employer being THOMAS McMANN (or possibly 
McMAHON), REED not knowing the exact spelling of this name. From his 
Sister's place REED moved to 6319 Normal, a furnished room, stating 
that he could not recall the name of his landlady there. He moved 
from the Normal Street address to 79th and Union, the home of a Mr. 
CHURCH, this house being located in the vear of the Capitol Theatre, 
79th and Halsted Streets, fe stayed there only one night and then 
returned to his sister's home in Chicago on Parnell, Upon leaving 
there, the dates of which he'could not remember, he moved to the Rose- 
lend sub-division of Chicago, this being about 1934 or 1935, Fora 
while he lived at 116th and Wemtworth, the exact address not being 
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recalled, He then went to the West Pullman Hotel and later to 23 E. 
115th Street where he lived with the BEAMSTER family. Subsequent 
addresses furnished by him were 11259 Stevenson; 9 East 110th St.; 
11805 Peoria, and his current address 10412 Maryland. 


He claimed he did not live with any woman in Ohio, nor 
did he bring any woman from Ohio to Chicago. While in Chicago he 
lived with HENRIETTA DEMICK above mentioned, and hé states she 
claims he is the father of her child, although he is doubtful about 
this in view of her alleged promiscuous activities. He claimed that 
this is the only woman he lived with until he met and married FRANCES 
WENDT in Chicago May 4, 1935, claiming he had lived with her in Chi- 
cago since that time. He stated that he had not been out of the 
State of Illinois since his arrival here from Ohio in 1955, emphas- 
izing this fact by stating he had not even been in Indiana, which 
is immediately adjacent to Chicago. 


During the Fall of 1936 REED claims he was employed by 
the Chicago Marble Casting Company, 120th and Racine Avenue, Chicago, 
Illinois for a period of four months, he having recalled that he 
left that employment on November 6, 1938, fixing the date by its 
relation to the date of the National bet ion. Thereaf ber he was 
not working but was on relief during December 1936 and January 1937. 
He indicated that the relief records concerning his case would be 
at 8646 South Ashland Avenue. 


When asked how he could definitely account for his time 
during December 15, 1936 to January 15, 1937, which it'will be noted 
includes the pertinent period in the instant kidnaping, he suggested 
that the relief records be checked inasmuch as he would sign every 
two weeks for a relief check. He informed he had not worked at a 
private job since employed by the Chicago Marble Casting Company in 
1936, adding that he had worked for the WPA as a laborer at the Muni- 
cipal Airport in Chicago from January 1938 until about three months 
prior to the time of this interview when he became ill and had been 
laid off on Form 408. He said he also worked for the WPA at 120th 
and Ashland Avenue as a laborer about January 1937; also at 67th and 
Stony Island Avenue, having been transferred to that address from the 
Ashland address. He indicated he left the Chicago Marble Casting Co. 
because of his health. He stated that during December 1936 according 
to his best recollection he was living at 11259 Stevenson Avenue, 
and was renting from Doneld, O'Toole and Company, real estate dealers. 
He said he lived at the Stevenson address for 9 to 11 months from 
October 1936, He denied he had ever been in the State of Washington 
further denying that he had ever been west of the state of Illinois, 
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Agent also interviewed MRS. JAMES REED, the suspect's 
wife, with a view to obtaining information which could be corrobora- 
ted in accounting for REED'S whereabouts during the pertinent period 
in this kidnaping. She said that they had lived at 11259 Stevenson 
Avenue from about October 11, 1936 bo June 24, 1937, which of course 
would include the pertinent period, and she suggested that in order 
to verify the presence of JAMES REED in Chicago during December 1936 
and January 1937 interview should be had with MRS. BURKE who lived 
across the street from that address on Stevenson, and MRS. SUTTON of 
10742 Sacramento Avenue, who formerly lived across the street from 
the REEDS on Stevenson. She informed that the rent was paid at O'Tcole 
and Company while they lived at the Stevenson address. During Janu- 
ary 1937 she recalled she and her husband worked at the Bregeos Bakery 
11134 Michigan Avenue, Chicago, not receiving any pay but only receiv- 
ing bakery goods which were necessary for them to live. At the bak- 
ery she said MRS. BREGEOS would know them, but MRS. ESTHER INGSTROM, 
10245 Racine Avenue would know them better, adding however that MRS. 
INGSTROM is now thought to be on a vacation. She indicated that 
apparently there would be no record of their employment at the bakery 
as they did not receive any wages. She exhibited a return receipt 
for payment of rental on Stevenson during the pertinent period, but 
this could not be taken as conclusive inasmuch as the receipt was of 
course to the REEDS and could have been given to MRS. REED as well 
as her husband. 


In endeavoring to verify the presence of REED in Chicago 
during the pertinent period as claimed by his wife and ‘himself, Agent 
interviewed EDWARD CANNY of Donald,O'Tcole and Company, realtors, 437 
East lth Street, who advised from his records that while he could 
state definitely that the rent had been paid in cash during the time 
the REEDS lived at 11259 Stevenson from October 1936 to March 1937 
when they were evicted for nonpayment of rent, he could not say 
whether JAMES REED was there during that period. 


MRS. STEPHEN BURKE, 11258 South Champlain Street (former- 
ly Stevenson) informed they had not moved to their present address 
until about April 1937, and hence while they knew the JAMES REED 
family they did not know them until that time; accordingly they 
could not account for the REEDS! presence at the Stevenson address 
during December 1936 and January 1937, 


MRS. LOUISA SUTTON, 10754 South Sacramento Avenue inform- 


ed that she had known FRANCES WENDT the wife of JAMES REED for a 
number of years and that when her parents had made her leave home, 
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being dissatisfied with her attempts to be cleanly and her church 
going activities, MRS. SUTTON had let the girl stay at her home. 
The SUTTONS lived at 11244 Stevenson /Avenue while the REEDS were 
at 11259 Stevenson, the SUTTONS having lived there for about two 
years up until Septembcr 1937, She stated that FRANCES REED and 
JAMES REED would come to her home at 11244 Stevenson practically 
every night;on many cccasions being hungry they came to get food 
as they were having great financial difficulty. Accordingly she 
could state without doubt that JAMES REED was in Chicago in Decem- 
ber 1936 and January 1937. 


At the office of the South West District Relief Station, 
8646 South Ashland Avenue ,Chicago,Illinois Miss G. WEYER exhibited 
her file concerning JAMES and FRANCES REEDwith reference to the 
relief assistance given to them, and it was noted that on December 
21, 1936 they received a check for 515. 42; on January 6, 1937 å check 
for $15.41 and $15,00 additional rent money, anë on January 21,1937 
they received a check for $18.01. Through these records Miss WEYER 
was able to exhibit a record showing that JAMES REED had personally 
signed for the check on December 21, 1236. However the other two 
checks on January 6 and 21, 1987 were/signed for ag they were sent by 
mail. The relief records further indicated that on December 7, 1936 
a social worker visited the REED femily including JAMES, FRANCES and 
their baby. On January 15, 1937 JAMES REED started employment with 
the WPA at 121st and Justine Streets, Chicago, Illinois, his WPA iden- 
tification number being 1408-93009. The following description of sus- 
pect REED was obtained from questioning and personal observation: 
Name: JAMES THOMAS REED, age 33 years,born 11/23/04 at Knoxville, 
Tennessee, height 5 ft. 8 in. weight 140 pounds, hair dark brown 
eyes dark brown, complexion medium dark, build slender, small dark 
brown mustache, scars and marks: 1 inch scar right cheek and small 
oval scar on right cheek near ear; marital status married; finger- 
prints, palmprints and photographs furnished to Bureau under sevarate 
cover; photograph also furnished to Seattle office. 


While from a search of the criminal records of the Chicago 
Police Department no record was found which could be definitely iden- 
tified with JAMES REED, this search having been prior to the time he 
was fingerprinted, it is noted that during the questioning of this 
individual he informed that some time in 1934 he had been arrested 
by the Chicago Police Department at 120th anc Parnell for suspicion, 
having been fingerprinted end placed in the showup, held one and one 
half days and then released without prosecution, He also admitted 
he was arrested by the Chicago Police on May 6, 1935, having been 
taken to the Seuth Chicago Station, this arrest having been in con- 
nection with previously preferred charges against him by HENRIETTA 
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DEMICK. Although he was not fingerprinted on this occasion he was 
held one Gay and released on his promise to pay her two and one half 
dollars each week for the support of her child. He said he paid 

her about five dollars and then could pay no more as he himself was on 
relief. 


Suspect REED was turned over to the Chicago Police Peper in 
by the writer and Agent LITTIE on the evening of July 11, 1938, at 
which time advice was furnished that he was a parole violator from the 
Ohio State Reformatcry and they desired to return him there. The 
Cleveland office was advised that JAMES REED had been located and 
placed in custody cf the Chicago Police and on the following day July 
12th the Cleveland office informed that State Parole Agent MACKEY 
was sending a representative to Chicago to return REED not later than 
July 15, 1938; further advising that MACKEY was communicating by tele- 
graph ret with the Chief of Police at Chicago. Detective COAK- 
LEY of the Chicago Police Department whe was handling the xtradition 
matter informed that his Gepartment had received a telegram from 
MACKEY, It is noted that JAMES REED signed a waiver of extradition in 
triplicate at the Chicago office, wherein he admitted his identity 
and agreed to return to Ohio with a representative of that State. 

The three copies are presently retained in the Chicago file, it being 
noted that Detective COAKLEY hac REED in this Agent's presence sign 
an additional extradition waiver at the Chicago Police Department. 


On July 14, 1958 Agent was advised that MR. B. J. RONEY, 
a representative of the State Parole office in Ohio had arrived in 
Chicago to return JAMES REED to Ohio, and on the same date Agent talk- 
ed by telephone with Mr. RONEY, 677 West Spring Street, Lima, Ohio 
and he stated he was returning REED the following cay, July 15th, to 
the State reformatory at Mansfield, Ohio. 


Referring to the report of Agent SPEAR dated Chicago, III. 
June 28, 1938 regarding the suspect DEWEY SHEPARD, wherein undevelop- 
ed leads are set forth for Los Angeles to make investigation at Phoenix 
Arizona, and possibly Flagstaff, Arizona, with a view to accounting 
for SHEPARD'S time during the kidnap period, the Chicago office has 
now received copies of the criminal record of SHEPARD, FBI No.89972. 
Copies of this record were also furnished to the Seattle and Los 
Angeles offices. ‘That criminal record indicates that SHEPARD was re- 
ceived at the State Penitentiary, Joliet, Illinois April 27, 1938 as 
DEWEY SHEPHERD No.13476, bo serve one to ten years for larceny. 
Accerdingly an undeveloped lead is being set out for the e of- 
fice to interview SHEPARD ag a suspect in this case. 


A copy of this report is being furnished the Les Angeles 
office and Knoxville office, in view of the Leaås cutstancing for 
those offices in the report of Special Agent F. X. JAHN dated Cleve- 
and, Ohio May 29, 1938 relative to suspect JAMES REED. During the 
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questioning of REED he stated that although he thought his mother had 
lived in Stockton, California since his return to Chicago from the 
Reformatory at Mansfield he learned his mother had not lived there 
but lived in Chicago. Neither REED nor his sister LOUISE LANDIS know 
the present location of the mother, and interview with her would now 
appear to be unnecessary.

The Bureau by letter dated February 24, 1959, 

has directed that effective immediately lyve will begin an 

investigation for the purpose of establishing through every 

available source information concerning the existence of 

the MAFIA in the United States. 


For the past year we have conducted inquiries 
for the purpose of probing seriously and carefully to 
each source reporting thereon, and for all possible 
substantiation of the data reported by the source. At 
the same time all Agents were encouraged to submit to the 
Bureau all MAFIA data acquired even though it must necessarily 
be in some cases of a tentative nature. It was only in 
this way that the Bureau would be insured of the continuous 
receipt of data from which a composite picture could be 
drawn of the MAFIA in the United States. 


Keeping in mind this objective and with this 
background as a sound basis for the development of a full 
and complete knowledge of the MAFIA, the Bureau has 
directed that an immediate ré-search of all the material 
which we possess be initiated. This re-search should 
be for the purpose of analyzing the information presently 
available to the end that it can be used as the basis 
for projecting the intensive investigation which is 
to be immediately instituted, 


You are immediately requested to conduct a re- 


search @ the file or subject matter assigned to you. 


In conducting your re-search you will pay 
particular emphasis to the following points:

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(1) Names of persons alleged to be MAFIA adherents, 
together with the criteria used by each source in alleging 
MAFIA adherence of each of these persons. 


(2) Identification of MAFIA groups, together with 
the criteria used in making such identification. 


(3) Additional evidence concerning special MAFIA 
modi operandi, ideology and code of discipline, mechanics 
of admission into MAFIA cliques, means of communication 
and meetings, hierarchy and chain of command. 


(4) All available evidence of collusion and 
conspiracy within and among MAFIA groups to violate Federal 
laws. 


(5) Allegations pertaining to MAFIA or MAFIA 
type control and influence in business enterprises such 
as cheese companies, olive oil companies, laundries, 
restaurants, coin operated machines, labor unions, etc., 
together with the criteria used by each source in alleging

(6) Set forth all details of MAFIA or MAFIA 
type gang activities, such as gang land murders, narcotic 
operations, prostitution control, shake-downs, etc., together 
with the identity of persons alleged to be involved, 
their individual background and extent of their 
associations and activities.

MUDD, JR., no later than August 28, 1959, so that the summary 
report material may be corrected and assembled in time to meet 
the Bureau deadline, The last San Francisco Summary Report was 


submitted on November 24, 1958; therefore, the new Summary Report 
must reflect information obtained since November 1958 to the 
present time. 


The following instructions have been submitted by 
the Bureau in connection with the submission of summary reports: 


Å review of the summary reports at the Bureau to 
date reflects that for the most part they contain a summary of 
the individual Top Hoodlum investigations conducted by each 
office. Many of the summary reports under the headings of 
gambling, union activities, prostitution, and the like, merely 
repeat the specific activities of the top or local hoodlums in 
these fields, 


The summary report should be prepared in two 
parts; Part I, reports concerning the Top Hoodlum Program; Part IT, 
reports of criminal activities not participated in or controlled 
by subjects of the Top Hoodlum Program.

Some of these reports show, for example, bookmaking 
activities of Top Hoodlums, but no information is set forth 
concerning any connections by these hoodlums in the furtherance 
of the bookmaking racket. They do not contain information 
identifying the hoodlums in control, places used as "drops," 
identity of runners, or data concerning the necessary communica- 
tions used in furtherance of the racket. 


In other instances, the so-called "muscle-men" hired 
to keep "everyone in line" are set out. These reports, however, 
do not show who hired such individuals, the details of the 
organization, how extensive the operation is, or what racket it 
concerns, 


The summary reports are expected to give the Bureau a 
complete picture of all hoodlum organizations and their complete 
activities existing in your respective field divisions, For ex- 
ample, if the field of criminality should be predominantly gambling, 
the gambling within the division, the principal mode of gambling, 
how operated, where dominated ~ by one or several groups of in- 
dividuals, where operated under police or political protection, 
should be indicated, and particularly indicate the control 
association or influence with a group or combine of nation- 
wide significance, The same general coverage should be reflected 
in each field of criminality. 


In the summary reports reviewed thus far there are 
many references to the "Mafia," the "syndicate," etc., but they 
do not reflect any attempt by the field to develop information 
as to the actual existence, organizational setup, operation of 
such groups, or any evidence related to the same. There is also

reflected a tendency to consider opinions and general statements 
without running out obvious leads and pressing for particulars. 
Without searching inquiry and intensive investigative activity, 
the Bureauts desire for current and complete information will 
not be fulfilled, 


i The summary reports have been noted in instances to 
reflect information pertaining to activities going back many 
years, and in one instance over twenty years. The Bureau is 
interested primarily in current information and must insist 
that the data in summary reports be current, usable, and complete, 
The summary reports should show the predominant type of hoodlum 
activity in each division, the organization of hoodlum activity, 
if it exists, prostitution controlled or operated by hoodlums, 
gambling, shylocking, and slot-machine operations contraled by 
these individuals, They should further show infiltration into 
labor unions by these individuals, any police or political 
connections utilized by them, and places of amusement owned or 
frequented by the hoodlum element. 


The summary reports should further show any other 
hoodlum activities; for example, connections with boxing, counter- 
feiting, fencing of stolen property, illegal alcohol, stealing 
and the like, where applicable. They should reflect extensive 
travel engaged in by hoodlums in your division, and should also 
contain a category pertaining to narcotics, waterfront activities 
where pertinent, and miscellaneous criminal activities. 


The above suggestions are not meant to be all- 
inclusive, and in some areas a particular type of crime might 
occupy a more important position and be a more lucrative source 
of income to the criminal element. 


The summary reports should also have a category wherein 
the interests of the top and/or local top ten hoodlums in 
legitimate enterprises shall be reported, This section mould 
incorporate any mob control or domination of particular types 
of business or industries. It should indicate the manner in 
which the hoodlums entered these legitimate enterprises, whether 

i through investment of money obtained through their 
illegal activities, or by exerting fear or violence to obtain 
an interest, There should also be incorporated under this 
category any indication of criminal tactics, such as force, fear, 
or violence to expand and obtain new business in the enterprises 
presently being controlled by these hoodlums.

PART II 


Part II should reflect the criminal activities 
within your division, that are not participated in or controlled 
by the top or top ten local hoodlums. For example, there may be 
instances within your territory where prostitution is operated 
by individual madams without any hoodlum connections, or there 
may be local gambling establishments being operated by individuals 
not in your top or top ten local hoodlums, whose activities 
nevertheless contribute to the overall picture of criminal 
activities within your division, 


This section of the report should present a "well- 
rounded" picture of criminal intelligence information, This

Special Federal Grand Jury. Transcripts of their testimony 
have not been made available to date. ANTHONY PERCONTI 
continues to contact JAMES J. LANZA and nothing has been 
developed to indicate that these contacts are other than 
social in nature. JAMES R. HOFFA, President, Teamsters Union, 
on May 20, 1959, met with JAMES S. DUARDI, Top Hoodlum - Local, 
JACK GOLDBERGER, West Coat Labor Leader and other labor leaders 
at Vallejo, California. The purpose of the meeting was not 
known, but sources have indicated that DUARDI is trying to 

get into the labor movement. DUARDI continues to be active 

in criminal activities locally and through his associates at 
Los Angeles. ther Top Hoodlum - Local investigations have 
determined that MARIO CHIOSTRI, CECIL LEE DAVIDSON, EMILIO 
GIORGETTI, VINCENZO INFUSINO, ANTHONY J. LIMA, SALVATORE 
MARINO, ARTHUR H. SAMISH and STEFANO ZOCCOLI are not currently 
involved in criminal activities. Current information concerning 
these individuals has been set forth. A summary of the results 
of the Mafia investigation has been set forth. Results of 
waterfront inquiries have been set forth.

CRIMINAL ACTIVITIES 


There has been no information developed during the 
‘pertinent period that JOSBPH GERRITO has been engaged in any 
criminal activities. 


IEGITIMATE ENTERPRISES

Lincoln Mercury Sales, Olli Santa Cruz Avenue, los Gatos, California, 


advised that JOSEPH GERRITO continues to operate as the owner of 
this firm. 


who was very closely identified with CERRITO, 
advises that CERRITO is not engaged in any other legitimate 
enterprises. 
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SALVATORE MARINO, reported associate of JOSEPH CERRITO 
and believed to be one of several contributors to an unidentified 
fund maintained by CERRITO which was possibly used for financing 
his trip to Scranton, Pennsylvania, and possibly Apalachin, 

New York, in November, 1957, was interviewed by Bureau Agents 
during the pertinent period. 


MARINO is a former numbers racket and juke box operator 
in Sharon, Pennsylvania. He denies that he has had any financial 
or illegitimate association with JOE CERRITO and friendship is 
based on mutual legal business within their own legitimate 
businesses. 


MARINO advises that he has purchased automobiles from 
CERRITO and CERRITO has been a customer of MARINO's California 
Cheese Company in San Jose, California. CERRITO, to his knowledge , 
has not been engaged in any racket activity. He describes him 
as not being of that type of individual. He regards him as being 
a gentleman and businessman of integrity. 


MARINO denies having contributed money to any fund 
maintained by CERRITO or to have given any funds to CERRITO for 
travel or other expenses to Scranton, Pennsylvania, or Apalachin, 
New York. He denied knowledge of CERRITO being at either of these 
places in November, 1957, and denies any knowledge of the purposes 
of the Apalachin meeting. 


JAMES JOSEPH LANZA 


BACKGROUND AND PERSONAL HISTORY 


JAMES JOSEPH LANZA, Top Hoodlum-National, 
who is not known to have an FBI identification record, 
is reported to have been born in Italy on October 
25, 1902. 


LANZA presently resides at 19 Wildwood 
Drive, San Mateo, California, with his wife, 
JOSEPHINE. 


of JAMES JOSEPH LANZA, b6 
was married on at San Francisco. Sur- b 
veillance conducted at the church in San Francisco, the 


LANZA residence and wedding reception at the Villa Hotel 
in San Mateo, California, failed to develop any informa- 
tion or indication that out of State guests were in 
attendance. 


Persons attending the above ceremonies 
consisted of local relatives and friends of both 
families with the exception of one sister of Mrs. 
LANZA and her daughter from Tucson, Arizona. 


VINCENT J. NASO of Redding, Pennsylvania, 
was interviewed by Bureau Agents on March 20, 1959, 
at which time he advised among other things that he is 
the brother-in-law of JAMES LANZA, LANZA being married 
to his sister, JOSEPHINE, but that he sees LANZA on 
rare occasions. 


He related that his brother, STEPHEN 
NASO, died in Redding, Pa. in September, 1957, and 
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that EMILY NASO, the widow, was the executor of the 
estate, 


It is to be noted that LANZA claimed when 
interviewed by Bureau Agents that the reason he went 
to New York in November, 1957, was to assist his 
sister-in-law, EMILY NASO in the settlement of her 
husband's estate. 


VINCENT NASO advised that to his knowledge, 
LANZA had nothing whatsoever to do with the estate 
or its administration and the only time he recalled 
that LANZA was in Redding, Pa. was approximately two 
days after the funeral of STEPHEN NASO in September, 
1957. VINCENT NASO advised that he ws unaware of 
JAMES LANZA returning to Pennsylvania in November, 
1957, nor was he aware of any meeting that EMILY 
might have had with him, JAMES LANZA, in New York 
in November, 1957. 


Mrs. EMILY NASO was interviewed by Bureau 
Agents on June 11, 1959, at her apartment residence in 
Tucson, Arizona. She talked to the agents on her front 
porch steps. She did not invite the agents into her 
home. At the beginning of the interview Mrs. NASO 
stated she had nothing to discuss with the FBI. 
However, she almost immediately started answering 
questions and advised that she is the sister-in-law 
of "JIMMY" LANZA, her sister being his wife. 


Mrs. NASO stated that LANZA attended her husband's 
funeral in September, 1957, in New York City. She stated 
that she was in deep grief at the time of her husband's 
death and remained in such condition for sometime. She 
stated, therefore, that she doesmt know who LANZA might 
have visited or where he might have stayed while in 
New York City during the period following her husband's 
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funeral. Mrs. NASO stated that about one or two months 
after her husband's funeral, the exact time she could 
not recall due to her mental condition brought about 
by the anguish over her husband's death, LANZA came 

to New York City to help her in settling some matters 
of her husband's estate. Mrs. NASO stated that she, 

at this particular time, stayed with her parents in 
Brooklyn, New York. She added that she does not know 
who JAMES LANZA might have visited while in New York 
at this particular time. 


Mrs. NASO stated that she does not know 
if LANZA went to Scranton or Redding, Pa. after his 
visit at that particular time in New York City. She 
stated that JAMES LANZA had nothing to do with the 
settling of any estate matters in Redding, Pa. 


On June 9, 1959, agents of the San Francisco 
Office interviewed ANTHONY N. LANZA, brother of JAMES 
LANZA, at their place of business, Lanza Bros., 559 
Washington Street. 


ANTHONY LANZA was questioned concerning the 
reasons for his brother, JAMES LANZA, going to New 
York City and Scranton, Pa. in November, 1957.

JAMES SALVADORE DUARDI continues to reside 
with his wife and two children at 336 Cottonwood Drive, 
Vallejo, California. 


ASSOCIATES 


During the last six months DUARDI has been in 
frequent contact with JACK GOLDBERGER. This individual 
has been active in the labor movement in the San 
Francisco Bay area for many years. Within the last 
Six months GOLDBERGER resigned as head of the San 
Francisco Labor Council and was appointed as the 
personal representative of JAMES R. HOFFA, President 
of the Teamsters Union. While in the San Francisco 
Bay area, HOFFA on May 20, 1959, along with GOLDBERGER 
and other labor representatives, went to Vallejo where 
they met and talked with DUARDI for some three hours. 
The purpose of their contacting DUARDI has not as 
yet been determined. Reliable sources have advised that 
DUARDI has expressed a desire to obtain some position 
in the labor movement and it is their opinion that 
he is attempting to do so through his association with 
GOLDBERGER. GOLDBERGER is well regarded by labor lead- 
ers and does not have any reputation for associating 
with unsavory characters. 


Through a check of long distance telephone 
calls an association has been established between DUARDI 
ond FRANK ANTHONY (STRINGBEAN) MARCELLA, FBI No. 830276. 
Numerous long distance telephone calls were shown to have 
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been made between these individuals. MARCELLA operated 

a restourant as well as a restaurant supply company in 

the Los Angeles area. Reliable informants have advised 

that DUARDI was involved with MARCELLA in the illicit 

sale of narcotics. This information was furnished to 

the Federal Bureau of Narcotics, which agency conducted 

an investigation into the activity of both.

He stated 
that he operated a walnut orchard at Lodi, California, 
until 1955 when he sold his interest and went to 
Pittsburg, California, to work in a hospital. INFUSINO 
stated that he did not like this work as he had to 
drive too far and therefore he moved to Modesto, 
California, in 1955 and soon after bought his present 
peach orchard which has about 26 acres. INFUSINO 
presently operates his peach orchard which is Located 
on Route 3, Oakdale, California, å 


INFUSINO advised that he met JAMES LANZA in 
San Francisco about 1939 when LANZA sold olive oil 
wholesale. He advised that he did not know him well ; 
and his only contact with him would be about olive oil. 


INFUSINO advised that he knew SAM LIMA, JR. 
of Lodi because he and his partners rented the build- 
ing where they had their bar from SAM LIMA, SR. while 
they were in business.

An article appeared in the San Francisco Examiner of 
July 27, 1959, wherein it was stated that the California Retail 
Liquor Dealers Institute issued a statement contending that there 
are indications that former lobbyist ARTHUR MAH is attempting to 
"ride back into power" at Sacramento. These remarks, according 
to the article were included in a statement of criticiam of 
Governor EDMUND G. BROWN's Veto of the bill requesting hard 
liquor retailers to mark up their prices at least 20 per cent 
over wholesale costs. 


It was further indicated that the retailers were shocked 
inasmuch as the veto corroborated strong rumors coming from Washington,

Under date of July 21, 1959, information was received from 
the Identification Division of the Federal Bureau of Investigation 
that no record could be located identifiable with THAM under his lnown 
names, 


The records of the Bureau of Criminal Identification and 
Investigation, State of California, Sacramento, reviewed on July 21, 
1959, revealed that MICHAEL RUDY THAM was fingerprinted on May 14, 
1942, by the State Athletic Commission for a boxer's license, number

Inspector I advised that he knows of no 
Teamster official in the Bay Area, including RUDY THAM, who are 
engaged in illegal activity with regard to racketeering or 
violations of the law. 


CRIMINAL ACTIVITY 


An investigation conducted by the San Francisco Office 
of the Federal Bureau of Investigation in 1957 reflected that both 
employers and employees in the music box and juke box industry 
were required to belong to a union. As a result of this activity, 
picketing was used in several places where music machines had been 
placed by friends of RUDY THAM, THAM was alleged to have threatened 
violence in connection with the above activity. During the above 
investigation the United States Attorney declined prosecution, 
however, discreet inquiries continued to be made to determine 
whether or not RUDY THAM is engaged in any illegal activity. 


GITIMATE EN RISES 


RUDY THAM continues to be employed as an organizer for 
the Teamsters Union in the San Francisco Bay Area and continues to 
maintain his position as Secretary - Treasurer of Local 856 of the 
Teamsters Union. He is not know to be engaged in any other 
legitimate enterprises at this time, 
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STEFANO ZOCCOLI, aka. 


STEFANO ZOCCOLI continues to reside at 2715 Barbara Way, 
San Jose, California, with his wife and his brother FILLIPO 
ZOCCOLI and the latter's wife and son. 


On March 2k, 1959, ZOCCOLI, together with FILLIPO ZOCCOLI, 
FRANK ZOGCOLI, and applied to the Director of 
Agriculture for the State of California to obtain a dealers 
License to buy and ship farm products under the trade style of 
the 2. C. 2. Company, 456 North 19th Street, San Jose, California. 


Inspector Dy Investigator, Bureau of 
Market Enforcement for the California State Bureau of Agriculture, 
advised that a hearing was held to determine the character, 
financial responsibility, and_good faith of these individuals 
before issuing a license. F that upon a 
conclusion of these hearings the requested license was granted. 


Investigation conducted by the San Francisco Office 


during the pertinent period has failed to develop any indicated 
criminal activities by ZOCCOLI. 
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The current investigation of the Mafia organization 
has failed to develop any factual or tangible evidence to 
substantiate the existence of such an organization in the 
San Francisco area. 


For the past several years, the San Francisco 
Office through the compilation of its General Investigative 
Intelligence reports, has been cognizant of the existence 
of a group of individuals of Italian descent who have been 
variously described by other law enforcement agencies as 
being members of the Mafia or some such black-hand 
organization. The actual existence in this community of 
a branch of members of this organization has never been 
definitely established or proven, There has been evidence, 
however, of a closely associated group of Sicilians and 
Italians who have interested themselves in the olive oil 
and cheese business in this area, and have been identified 
with criminal activities such as participation in the 
sale of narcotics, 


There has been no definite information developed 
that these individuals were organized as a gang with a 
known leadership, nor did it appear that these individuals 
were identified as exercising control over organized crime 
in the San Francisco area, There were incidents, however, 
which indicated that these individuals were organized and 
that they possibly were affiliated with similar Italian 
hoodlums from different cities in the United States. 


There have been three murders which were given 
considerable publicity in San Francisco and which have 
been attributed to this group of individuals, 


The Federal Bureau of Narcotics advised that 


the first of these murders concerned the mysterious 
. disappearance in June, 1944 of CHARLES LA GAIPA. The 


Sy es 
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files of that bureau revealed that LA GAIPA was 
regarded as "LUCKY" LUCIANO's right hand man in New 
York during his operation in that state. LA GAIPA 
is believed to have been killed by the Italian group 
while he was living at Santa Cruz, California. 


On March 29, 1947, THOMAS BUFFA, aka, was killed 
while riding in his car in down-town Lodi, California, 
when a car drove along-side and an occupant fired two 
bursts from a shotgun directly at the victim. The car 
sped on and a block away the weapon, a double barrelled 
shotgun, was tossed to the street. No description was 
obtained of the murder car which sped away from the 
scene, 


The garroted body of NICHOLAS "NICK" DE JOHN 
was found on May 9, 1947, stuffed in the trunk of his 
flashy Town and Country Chrysler convertible sedan. 


DE JOHN was recognized as being a former 
member of the old Capone mob of Chicago and had 
split with remnants of the gang, which resulted in 
several slayings in Chicago. The coroner found that 
DE JOHN had beén strangled to death, apparently with 
a wire which had been twisted around his throat and 
then removed. Subsequent investigation by the San Fran- 
cisco Police Department established the time of the 
murder as being on May 7, 1947. 


San Francisco Chief of Police FRANCIS J. 
AHERN, NA, deceased, advised in 1954 that when he 
held the position of Inspector in Charge of the : 
Homicide and Gangster Detail the organization commonly 
referred to as the "Mafia" is national and international in- 
sofar as the activities of the individuals are concerned. 
However, so far as there being any conslusive evidence or 
proof that such an organization is controlled by any one 
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individual, such proof or evidence as never been discovered, 


AHERN stated that conclusive, concrete 
evidence was not developed by the Kefauver Senate 
Crime Committee Hearings or through other investigation 
to establish that there is a close~knit tangible 
organization as a basis for Mafia operations, and 
no witnesses would admit that they were members of the 
Mafia or knew its inside workings. 


District ee advised in b6 
June, 1952 that to his knowledge the Italian gangsters, b 
or Mafia, as he described them, exercise no control in 
San Francisco and they are not organized nor do they 
dictate policy in any manner, He stated that unquestion- 
ably these individuals are interested in or engaging 
in businesses other than those businesses which on 
the surface appear to be legitimate. He stated that there is 
no indication that this element has any political connections 
nor do they engage in any political activities in the 
San Francisco area. 


Former Chief of Police AEN advised in 
October, 1955, when questioned concerning members of 
the Mafia, that he was unable to specifically 
identify any individual as being a member of the 
Mafia, although it was generally suspected among 
law enforcement officials that SALVATORE "SAM" 
LIMA, who at that time resided at 417 South School 
Street, Lodi, California, and who operated the 
Palermo Olive 0il Manufacturing Company at Oroville, 
California, was reputedly the leader of the Mafia 
element in the Northern and Central areas of California, 
However, Chief AHERN was unable to offer any specifics 
to substantiate this allegation and he based his contention 
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upon the fact that numerous suspected Mafia affiliates appear 
to contact or clear through LIMA prior to engaging in 
business enterprises. 


Legitimate enterprises entered into during the 

1940's in which several known hoodlums participated 

included the Sunland Cheese Sales and Olive 0i1 Compan 

organized by FRANK SCAPPATURA, JAMES FRANZONE, 

and MIKE ABATI. This firm started business on October 1, 

1946, and the business was dissolved after these individuals

MIKE ABATI was interviewed at Oroville, California, 
on July 31, 1958, and when questioned about the Mafia, he 
through up his hands and laughed, saying if there was such 
an organization he did not know anything about it. 


secured from both local and Federal law enforcement agencies 


background information concerning their criminal background 
and associates. Several of these individuals were located 
and interviewed in an effort to determine their knowledge 

of the existence of a Mafia organization in the San Francisco 
area and to secure, if possible, comments as to their member- 
ship or association with such an organization. 
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The background and associates of many of these 
individuals indicated that the individual was an associate 
of alleged members of the so-called Mafia or he himself 
had been involved in criminal activities that were alleged 
to have been perpetrated by Mafia adherants. Interviews 
so conducted failed to bring forth any concrete evidence 
or facts to substantiate the existence of the Mafia. 


In addition, many allegations concerning criminal 
activities professed to have been committed by or participated 
in by individuals alleged to be Mafia or Black Hand members 
were investigated but because of the Span of time since 
the acts occurred many of the original informers were found 
to be deceased or their present whereabouts unknown. 

Allegations of shake-down activity in the olive oil business 
and the over-all control of the olive oil business in California 
by JAMES LANZA were investigated. 


JAMES OBERTI, owner of the OBERTI Olive Oil Company, 
Madera, California, advised on June 10, 1959, that no one 
has ever tried to shake them down. He advised that FRANK 
SCAPPATURA had been at their plant on several occasions try- 
ing to buy pumice but that they would never sell to him 
because of his reputation. OBERTI advised that SCAPPATURA 
had never made any threats and that he took their answer of 
"No" very graciously. He advised that when he and his two 
brothers went into the olive oil business he remembered that 
his parents had advised them not to have any dealings with 
the Sicilians because most of them belonged to the Black 
Hand and or Mafia. He advised that he had undoubtedly had 
some dealings with Sicilians without knowing it.

He stated that after returning from his 
service in World War II his father had introduced him to 
JAMES LANZA of the LANZA Brothers, 559 Washington Street, 
San Francisco, — I stated that his father had told 
him that LANZA was a direct representative of the Oro Olive 
Oil Company and that he should contact him for olive oil 
business. was asked a direct question as to 
whether or not JAMES LANZA had at any time influenced him 
or persuaded him by threat or force to purchase olive 
oil or fulfill contracts that he, did not desire 
to handle. — I stated that never has LANZA tried to 
influence him or force him into doing anything that he did 
not desire to do and never has LANZA tried to extort money 
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or any commodity from him. [| stated that he knows 
nothing concerning any Mafia or Black Hand activity in 
which LANZA may have been involved, and as he recalls his 
father never made any reference to such activity on the 
part of members of the LANZA family. 


It has previously been indicated that SAM LIMA 
was considered the head of the Mafia on the west coast in 
investigations conducted by the San Francisco Police Depart- 
ment and the Federal Narcoties Bureau in San Francisco. 


Mrs. ANTHONY J. LIMA, the daughter of SAM LIMA, 
presently resides at 384 Santa Ana Avenue, San Francisco. 


On June 1, 1959, Mrs. LIMA, the wife of TONY 
LIMA, advised that she was a cousin to ANTHONY J. LIMA before 
their marriage and at the present time they are living apart. 


Mrs. LIMA advised that her father, SAM LIMA, is 
now 81 years old and is suffering from a very bad heart 
condition. She stated that he is able to move about but 
his hearing has deteriorated and it is necessary he use a 
hearing aid. Because of his age, his memory of past events 
is very poor and often he is unable to recall names of 
members of his family. She advised that almost all of 
his conversation at the present time is in Italian and 
when persons talk tohim in English he indicates that he 
just does not understand what they are trying to say to him. 


Mrs. LIMA advised that all during the period 
that she lived with her parents in Lodi, California her 
father was very friendly and cordial to all persons in 
Lodi and the surrounding areas and was considered as their 
friend. She stated that on numerous occasions relatives, 
as well as outsiders who were having family arguments over 
business, would come to SAM LIMA for his advice. She said 
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that persons involved in these arguments were known to 
remark, "Let's go see DON TOTO," meaning SAM or SALVATORE 
in Sicilian. She stated that for this reason the reference 
to SAM LIMA as "DON" or "DON TOTO" may have caused people 
to consider him as the leader of the Sicilian element in 
the Lodi area. She stated that she did not believe that 

it had any connection with the Mafia or any Black Hand 
organization. She stated that she knows of no incidents 

in which her father presided or was the judge of any dispute 
between individuals who were considered as members of the 
Mafia. She stated, in fact, that the word "Mafia" was not 
used in their home. 


operator of a small olive oil 
plant at Orland, California, advised on July 20, 1958, 
that MIKE ABATI” was a good friend of ANTHONY and JAMES 
LANZA and that he had heard that their father, FRANCESCO 
LANZA, and SAM LIMA of Lodi, California, were "leaders in the 
Mafia years ago. was unable to furnish any specific 
information in this regard, but . attributed it to hearsay. 


also felt that was a "leader in 
fia". could not furnish specifics in this 
regard in connection with any of these individuals. 
added that it was his understanding that FRANCESCO LANZA 
was an influential man in the Mafia through his wealth 
and position and therefore his son, JAMES JOSEPH LANZA, 
became a leader in the Mafia, possibly by inheritance. 


It is to be noted that the investigation to date 
fails to disclose any evidence that FRANCESCO LANZA was 
in the Mafia as little is known concerning his activities 
in California. FRANCESCO LANZA died in June, 1937 in San 
Francisco. 


ED REID, a New York newspaper correspondent, wrote 
a book entitled "The Mafia" which was published in 1952. In 
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this book REID identified SAM TERMINI, aka. SAM MURRAY as 

# 65 and EMILIO GIORGETTI as  66,and both from San Mateo 
County, California. Their number indicated their place 

in the hierarchy of the "Mafia" in the United States. There 
is no indication in the book as to where REID secured 

the information on which he based this allegation. 


On December 8, 1958, EMILIO GIORGETTI was inter- 
viewed at his residence, 115 Castillian Way, San Mateo, 
and he immediately volunteered information that he had 
operated several illegal gambling establishments in San 
Mateo County from about 1940 to 1949 but denied that he 
had been involved in anything illegal for almost ten years. 
He stated that during the time he was active in San Mateo 
County he operated under the protection of former Sheriff 
JAMES J. MC GRATH, who died in about 1952. GIORGETTI 
formerly had an interest in the Las Vegas Club Gambling 
Casino in Las Vegas, Nevada, and subsequently bought’ the 
Westerner Club which he operated until 1954 when he retired 
and returned to San Mateo, California. 


Since 1954, GIORGETTI claims he has been semi- 
retired although he spends a good portion. of his time 
handling his real estate holdings, stock holdings, and 
certain legitimate business interests in the name Velesco, 
Inc. and in his own words, he described himself as a "wealthy 
man no longer interested in illegal gambling." 


Concerning his association with FRANK SAMUEL 
TERMINI, GIORGETTI stated that during the early 1940's 
TERMINI came to work for him in an illegal gambling casino 
in Colma, California, operated under the name "Willow Tree." 
During an illness when GIORGETTI was hospitalized from 
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approximately 1946 until 1949 for the treatment of cancer 
of the throat, TÆRMINI took over control of the gambling 
casino. GIORGETTI continued to be the actual owner of 
the club although he took little part in its operation. 


In 1949,GIORGETTI advised, that he and Sheriff 
MC GRATH had a disagreement and at that time TERMINI took 
over the gambling casino completely and GIORGETTI received 
none of the revenue. About a year later TERMINI took the 
equipment from the "Willow Tree" without GIORGETTI's 
permission to a gambling club located near the San Francisco 
County line. GIORGETTI later approached TERMINI with a 
request that he return the equipment and he was told in 
no uncertain terms by TERMINI that he, TERMINI, was keep- 
ing the equipment and threatened him with a statement to 
the effect that if GIORGETTI attempted to make an issue 
concerning this matter he would be "signing his own death 
warrant." At this time TERMINI pointed out to GIORGETTI 
that he had established some "real good connections" although 
he did not identify these connections. TERMINI told 
GIORGEITT that his godfather was CHARLES BINAGGIO of Kansas 
City, Missouri although GIORGETTI did not get the exact 
connotation as to how BINAGGIO fitted in this operation. 
At that time GIORGETTI and TERMINI completely severed 
relations; and since that time they have not been associated 
in any way, although they have accidentally met in various 
places. 


GIORGETTI stated that about five or six months 
after his argument with TERMINI, he read a newspaper account 
of the murder of CHARLES BINAGGIO in Kansas City and the 
article brought out information that BINAGGIO had been a 
power and an acquaintance of former President HARRY S. 
TRUMAN. At that time the thought crossed GIORGETTI's 
mind that possibly TERMINI had tried to imply during 
their argument that he, TERMINI, had connections as high as 
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the President of the United States. 


GIORGEITI was questioned as to whether or not 
TERMINI had been included in his gambling operations at 
the insistance of any "Hastern syndicate" or political 
power, and he denied that this was a fact. GIORGETTI 
volunteered the opinion that TERMINI was not a member of 
any organized gang during the period he was associated 
with him, and GIORGETTI further denied that during his 
gambling operations in San Mateo County did he ever pay 
off to gang members in order to operate. GIORGETTI insisted 
that his only protection,and the only protection anyone 
needed to operate during that period,was the San Mateo 
County Sheriff's Office. 


FRANK SAMUEL TERMINI, aka. SAM TERMINI, SAM 
MURRAY, was interviewed in August, 1958 at Reno, Nevada. 
TERMINI readily admitted his long time illegal gambling 
activity in San Mateo County and indicated that he first 
came to San Francisco in 1938 from Kansas City, Missouri. 
He stated that he had a good knowledge of the gambling 
business and GIORGETTI recognized it and therefore gave him 
the position. of operating the gambling casino known as 
the "Willow Tree". Concerning the money paid to the San 
Mateo County Law Enforcement Officers and politicians, 
TERMINI denied any knowledge as to who these individuals 
were and said that this phase of the business was Always 
handled by GIORGEITI. Periodically GIORGETTI would 
approach TERMINI and ask for between $1,500 and $2,000 
with the indication that the money was to be used for pay-offs. 
GIORGETTI always told TERMINI that the less he knew 
about this phase of the operation the better off he would 
be. TERMINI advised that he took GIORETTI's word for this 
and disclaimed any knowledge as to just how much was paid=-off 
or to whom. 


After discussing the San Mateo situation with 
TERMINI for several hours and receiving what appeared to 
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be frank answers, TERMINI was questioned concerning his 
knowledge of the Mafia. At this time all the composure 
and poise which he had previously shown left him and 

he became quite upset and flustered. TERMINI said, 

"I don't know nothing." When pressed for a better answer 
he admitted that he had grown up in Kansas City's North 
Side and that many of his former acquaintances have 

been publicly described as "Mafiosa," but that he did not 
want to talk about it. He was then asked about the fact 
that his name had appeared in a book as a member of the 
Mafia and he admitted reading the book but said it just 
wasn't so. 


He was given a hypothetical question as to what 
was his understanding from information he had picked up 
from these acquaintances as to how a man would become a Mafia 
member, and he again pleaded that he did not want to talk 
about it and stated, "I don't know anything." 


Several rumors were then discussed with TERMINI 
and he was asked about the possibility that he had been sent 
to California to look after the Mafia interests in San Mateo 
gambling and he categorically denied this rumor. He was then 
questioned as to the possibility that GIORGETTI was a Mafia 
member, at which time he laughed and replied, "If that's 
what's worrying you, you can forget it." He went on to 
say that GIORGETTI is not now and never was connected with 
the Mafia. He further explained that any time GIORGETTI 
got connected with any business he got all the profits out 
of it and would never split it with the Mafia, his own mother, 
or anybody else. He was thereafter again asked how he 
could be so certain that GIORGETTI did not belong to the 
Mafia if he himself were not in the organization. At this 
time, TERMINI again became flustered and indicated he did 
not want to discuss the organization as he did not have 
any information that would be of value to the Agents.

WATERFRONT ACTIVITIES 


On Wednesday, August 26, 1959,[ I u—aas interviewed 


regarding general conditions on the San Francisco Waterfront 
with which he is familiar. He advised that the most significant 
changes during the past year have been the fact that card games 
have been banned in the IINU Local 10 Hiring Hall and that the 
card sharks who on occasions used to frequent the hiring halls 
are no longer operating there and the only few that remain on the 
waterfront are working out of those lunch shops located at a 

few of the piers along the waterfront. He stated that there 
has been no more information indicating that bets on the horses 
could be made at one of the dispatch centers at ILW Local 10. 
He stated now the only bets that can be made on the horses have 


to be made through bars and that 


He advised that in regard to pilfering or thefts from 
interstate shipment along the waterfront, this has almost been 
abolished. He stated that the longshoremen are generally 
afraid even to eat anything on the piers that may be obtained 
from broken cargo. He attributed this change to the tough policy 
of the IIWU which has cooperated in this regard with Pacific 
Maritime Association representing the employers. 


He pointed out that[ sd has stated that all 


of the longshoremen make enough in one or two hours to pay for 
anything they are capable of carrying off the pier and he saw no 
reason why the union should tolerate a few thieves. He stated 
that the penalty for getting caught stealing would probably 

be a possible $50.00 fine in Federal Coart but that the union 
would give any member a 30 or 60 day suspension without pay 
which would be closer to $1,000 to $2,000 fine and on the 
second occasion they would receive a cancellation of their 
registration as a longshoreman which would in effect cancel 

all their pension rights and prevent them from working on the 
waterfront, He stated that with such a situation, there has 
been practically no pilferage from cargoes on the San Francisco 
Waterfront. 
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Other confidential informants and sources of information, 
who have furnished reliable information in the past and who are 
in a position to know, were interviewed and all advised that to 
their knowledge they know of no racketeering, illegal activity,

The Bureau, by letter to Albany, dated 4/27/60, 
advised that The Criminal Division of the Department of 
Justice has indicated it intends to use every legal 
weapon available in its offensive against organized crime. 

U. S. Attorneys who recently were in Washington were 

urged to take all steps possible in their respective 
territories to obtain information from all agencies, both 
Federal and State, pertaining to this subject matter. You 
will recall that on December 15, 1959, by SAC Letter No. 59-77; 
under the caption "Criminal Intelligence Program," detailed 
Suggestions were outlined to assist you in accomplishing the 
Bureau's fulfilment of its responsibilities in developing 
information concerning organized crime and racketeers. With the 
added emphasis being urged by the Criminal Division, it 
becomes all the more important that you make every possible 
effort to constantly remain alert to all developments in your 
territory. 


On May 29, 1959, you were alerted to the program 
instituted at the request of the Criminal Division, which 
resulted in U. 8. Attorneys contacting various offices for 
information, The instructions furnished to you in Bureau 
letter of reference were captioned, "Requests for Information 
from FBI Files, Offices of the U. S. Attorneys, Top Hoodlum. 
Program." You are reminded that contacts by the U. S. l 
Attomeys in this regard may become more frequent. In order 
to uniformly handle these requests, you should continue to 
follow the previous instructions and submit to the Bureau for 
review the information which you intend to make available to- 
the U. 8. Attorneys.

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The Criminal Division has indicated that in 
those instances where it appears that there might possibly 
be a violation involving anti-racketeering, investigations 
should be requested of the agencies concerned and grand 
jury inquiries utilized where such would be of assistance. 


You must remain continuously alert to every aspect 
of this situation and be certain that positive, agressive 
action is taken to fully meet our responsibilities and 
commitments in developing complete and current coverage 
of organized crime activities.

Perconti 
engaged in alcoholic bootlegging activities in Gar 
Indiana area in 1920's. Perconti was arrested 12/23/26 
at Gary, Indiana for violation of State Liquor laws. 
Disposition of arrest was $155 fine paid. 

Perconti indicted with others for kidnapping in 
Chicago, Illinois in 1928. Perconti fled Chicago, Ill.
